Kansas City,.Mo., September 30.—RBefore 
the Association of Military Surgeons of 
the United States teday, Colonel R. S.

FNCLAND HARD 
ON TRANSVAAL 


Demands Formulated by Cabi- 
net Full and Sweeping, 


PARLIAMENT WILL BE CALLED 


Kruger, Advised of What Is Coming, Is 
Preparing for War 


PROPOSITION WILL BE REFUSED 


President of South African Republic 
Says a Conflict Can Only Be 
Avoided by Great Britain 
Making Peace Pos- 
sible. 


London, September 29.—The cabinet met 
this forenoon and adjourned at 3:15 p. m. 
The ministers were heartily cheered by 
the waiting crowds. It {is said from Boer 
sources that Mr. Chamberlain's proposais 
submitted to the cabinet included an in- 
demnity for the cost of sending out troops, 
the disarfmameyt of the Transvaal forts, 
the suppression of Dr. Leyd’s legation, ju- 
dicative and legislative independence for 
the judges, the equality of the English and 
Dutch languages, and full and complete 
admission of the supremacy of British in- 
terests throughout south Africa. 

An official of the foreign office this 
evening told a representative of the As- 
sociated Press that the cabinet, in the ab- 
sence of the Transvaal’s reply, had agreed 
to draft a dispateh formulating its own 
proposals, which will be communicated 
to the Transvaal government in a few 
days. Parliament will be called shortly 
to consider the situation. The government 
declines to furnish exact information at 
present regarding the military move- 
ments. 

The Pall Mall Gazette says it under- 
stands that Mr. Chamberlain submitted 
a dispatch to the cabinet council today 
containing the following demands on the 
Transvaal: 

1. Five-year franchise qualifica- 
tions without hampering conditions. 
2. Municipal self-government at 


Johannesburg on a freely elected 
| basis. 

3. The separation of the judiciary 
from the executive and its indepen- 
dence of the volksraad. 

4. The abolition of the dynamite 


monopoly. 

5. The removal of the fort domi- 
‘nating Johannesburg, though the 
| defenses at Pretoria may remain. 
| 6. The teaching of the English 


language in the schools. 

A dispatch to The Times from Pretoria 
SAYs: 

“It is generally expected that a state of 
war will be proclaimed at any moment. 
President Kruger granted me an interview 
today and declared he had done all possi- 
ble for the sake of peare. He had accept- 
ed Mr. Chamberlain's own offer of a com- 
mon inquiry, but Mr. Chamberlain delib- 
erately broke the thread of negotiations, 
troops were massed on all sides and war 
was forced upon him. It was impossible 
to accede to the dispatch of the 12th. 
Such a course would have given the land 
and the people into the hands of stran- 
gers. 
“As it was, his seven years’ pro- 
posal would, according to the field 
cornets’ books, have given the fran- 
chise to 50,000 persons, which was 
more than the whole number of old 
burghers, yet no one has come for- 


ward to take it. 

The Uitlanders never really wanted the 
franchise. From the first they refused 
to go on the commandoes and registered 
| cmomacives as aliens. Afterwards Lord 
Loch secured exemption for them on the 
same terms as the Portuguese. He wish- 
ed to indignantly deny Mr. Chamberlain's 
charge that he had broken his promise 
made during the discussion preceding the 
Pretoria convention of 1881, that he would 
treat new immigrants equally with the old 
burghers. He had always been ready to 
treat them so, and they had always re- 
fused. . 

“In conclusion, I asked if there was still 
a possibility of peace. 

“ ‘No,’ he replied, adding after a 
pause, ‘unless the other side will do 


something to make peace possible.’ ” 

A squadron of British cruisers is gath- 
ered at Cape Town. , 

Advices from the interior of South 
Africa indicate that thus far the natives 
are quiet and there is no sign of trouble. 
This is reassuring, as it was feared some 
of the tribes in Zululand and elsewhere 
were becoming restless. 

The British colénists of Rhodesia are 
_organizing a volunteer corps, have formed 
a cycle detachment and have constructed 
an armored train with an engine plated 
with steel rails. 

A telegram received today says two bat. 
teries of field artillery and 500 burghers 
have started for Volksrust and that an- 
other 500 go there today. 

The streets of Pretoria present a scence 
of great military animation. 

Armed burghers and artillerymen are 
riding about, ‘the fleld cornets being en- 
gaged in warning the burghers to be in 
readiness at a moment’s notice. 

A quantity of ammunition for Maxim 
guns is reported to have arrived‘’at Har- 
cis Smith and the burghers at Bremers- 
dorp received rifles and ammunition yes- 
terday. The men are practicing with the 
Maxim gun. 

The volksraad, in secret session, has 
passed a higher treason bill, providing for 
the confiscation of the property of bugh- 
ers who refuse service. A proposal was 
submitted to make the confiscation retro- 
_active, so as to include certain million- 
aires, but it was rejected. 

Indications this evening lead to the be- 
‘Mef that in view of the cabinet message, 
'the Boers will probably commit an overt 
'act which will bring on hostilities before 
the assembling of parliament. All the lat- 
est dispatches from the Transvaal show 
the liveliest activity on the part of the 
burghers. Telegrams from Pretoria an- 
nounce that artillery is being rapidly 
loaded at the station for the front and 
military trains have preference on all 
lines. The Cape mail is.detained in con- 
sequence of the large t of rolling 
stock reserved for on ae 
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Natal berder and another for Middleberg. 
Detachments of cyclists are being dis- 
tributed among the different commanders. 
It is understood that the first contingent 
of the Pretoria force will leave for the 
eastern border tomorrow. 

Commander General Joubert yesterday 
addressed a crowd of burghers at the Pre- 
toria station. His remarks were loudly 
cheered. The officers of the German corps 
left for the front today andthe Hillander 
corps paraded in the principal streets of 
Pretoria and saluted President Kruger. 

It was said this evening that the batch 
of south African cablegrams received at 
the colonial office this morning did not 
ccntain President Kruger’s reply, as sup- 
posed, but referred to other matters. The 
cabinet, therefore, was unable to discuss 
the reply. 

Significance is attacnod to the fact that 
Mr. Balfour was in conference with Lord 
Rothschild at Downing street at 1 o'clock. 
The Press Association this evening says: 

“Parliament, which will be summoned 
by official proclamation, is expected to re- 
assemble in about three weeks. The gov- 
ernment desires a clear expression of ap- 
proval by the legislature of the policy now 
being pursued in south Africa, as well as 
the necessary financial legislation.”’

London, September 29.—The special cor- 
respondent of The Morning Post, at Dun- 
dee, Natal, says:

Kruger Will Be Called on Next Week 
for Final Answer. 

London, September 29.—In a few words, 
the position as left by yesterday's cabi- 
net council is that President Kruger has 
been given another breathing space and 
another Council will be called next week, 
probably Tuesday, to give final consent to 
the dispatch which Lord Salisbury and 
Mr. Chamberlain are engaged in drafting 
and which will formulate the British de- 
mands..

CALHOUN, GA.

GEORGIAN HAS AN INVENTION 


For Heating and Lighting Cars with 
Electricity. 

Tifton, Ga., September 29.—(Special.)— 
Dr. P. W. Alexander, of Tifton, whose 
invention of an attachment to a car 
axie by which electricity is generated 
for heating, lighting and ventilating the 
car, patented about a year ago, received 
s0 much attention, has just perfected an 
improvement on this:patent that is per- 
fect in every Way. 

The machine, as improved, is simplicity 
itself, containing only about one dozen 
pieces, and together with a storage bat- 
tery can be placed underneath the car 
in a box only: three feet long. The parts 
exposed are impervious to dust, and the 
weight of the whole machine, or the 
motive power required for its operation, 
will not exceed the power required to 
carry one man in the car. 

The mechanism is so arranged that no 
matter how fast or slow the car goes, 
the speed of the machine is not increased 
or decreased, a speed of fifteen or twenty 
miles an hour being sufficient to produce 
enough electricity to Nght and ventilate 
or heat a@ car. 

The electric generator proposes to fur- 
nish, from friction caused by the turning 
axle of the car, enough electritity to light 
the car, run electric fans, or heat by 
electricity. 

A storage battery provides a sufficient 
supply while the car is running to keep 
lights or fans running for several hours 
after it is stopped. 

The machine is entirely automatic, 
runs alike whether car is going backward 
or forward. and maintains a _ uniform 
speed, whether car is going fast or 


| slow.

WAS THE WIFE OF MOSES 
WHITE OR BLACK? 


The query is suggested by the inci- 
dent recorded in the twelfth chapter of 
the book of Numbers. It is therein 
stated that “Miriam and Aaron spake 
against Moses because of the Ethiopian 
woman whom he had married; for he 
had married an Ethiopian woman.” 

The term here rendered ‘“‘Ethiopian’’ 1s 
cush in the original; and the cush were 
the genuine Ethiopian or black race, 
which occupied that part of Africa south 
of Egypt, on the upper region of the 
Nile. Their physical characteristics 
were “black skins, woolly hair and flat 
noses,” according to all ancient his- 
torians. The Greeks constantly spoke of 
them as we do of negroes. “To wash an 
Ethiopian white” was one of their cur- 
rent proverbial expressions applied to 
an impossible task. Theodectus speaks 
of “the black skin and woolly hair of 
the Ethiopian.” MHeroditus affirms that 
‘the Ethiopians of Africa,’’ on the upper 
reaches of the Nile, “have the blackest 
skins and woolliest hair of all nations.” 
The ancient Hebrews had similar pro- 
verbial expressions, as for instance in 
Jeremiah xiii, 23, where it is sarcasticaily 
asked, “Can the Ethiopian change his 
skin or the leopera aoe spots?”’ etc.

The Cush or Ethiopian, then. was the 
blackest race of people known to the 
ancient Greek and Hebrew writers; and 
the only escape from the jnference that 
the Ethiopians were not genuine negroes 
is the supposition that the Greeks and 
Iiebrews were not acquainted with any 
race of people exactly like the negroes 
of modern times, and that they applied 
the terms “black,” ‘‘woolly hair’ and 
‘flat nose’ to a people who had those 
physical characteristics in a less degree 
than the people we now know as ne- 
groes. 

Such a supposition is hardly tenable. 
It lacks probability; and it is incongruous 
with other portions of the Pentateuch. 
For whether we regard the story of the 
deluge as allegory or as veritable history, 
the difficulty is not diminished. An al- 
legory would be meaningless if the sub- 
ject described lacked semblance in its 
properties and gircumstances to the facts 
employed. In other words, an allegory 
is but “a figurative application of real 
facts.”” Even a parable, which is based 
upon suppcesed facts, would be weak and 
colorless unless the supposed facts were 
within the range of reasonable proba- 
bility. Starting, then, from the splains 
of Shinar, the human family was less 
widely dispersed when the ancient Greeks 
and Hebrews wrote than it now is. Con- 
sequently, the different races must have 
been even better known to Jeremiah and 
to the ancient Greek authors than they 
are now Known to us.

“PASSING OF THE FACTOR,” 
DISCUSSED BY MR. FLEMING 


The Augusta Chronicle prints the fol- 
lowing letter from Mr. Porter Fleming, as 
well as the attached extract from Mr. 


Estes, of Memphis: 

Editors Chronicle—I am a regular reader of 
Mr. Willet’s interesting articles In your paper 
and note with satisfaction his efforts to help the 
farmer obtain better prices for his cotton anc 
other products, but, after his good advice in last 
Sunday’s issues about distributing the sale of 
cotton over a longer period of tim-, I am sr- 
prised that he should suggest doing away with 
the cotton factor, who is undoubtedly the great- 
est assistance to that end. The cotton factor 
acts as banker and warehouseman for the farm- 
er, standing ready to advance liberaltiy on his 
cotton and hold it for better prices. The cotton 
factor is the one man always trying to hold up 
prices, for his interest is identical with the 
farmer's. Probably the most depressing influ- 
ence in the market is the ‘8x10 man’’ with his 
little buyers in the country using every effort 
to put down prices so he can buy cheaper and 
add to his profits. He is nearly always ‘‘short 
of the market’ and it is to his interest to de- 
press prices. I will ask you to publish in ¢on- 
nection with this a good article on that subject 
by Mr. Estes, of Memphis. It was written iust 
year, but the argument holds good now. It 
is a mistaken idea that cotton factors’ rates are 
exorbitant. They loan money at much lower 
rates that country banks and do not force 
their customers to sell their cotton at dull pe 
riods. The charges here for storage and in- 
surance are only about 1-16 of a cent per bale 
per month and money is advanced at reason- 
able rates of interest. I do not agree with 
Mr. Willet that the cotton factors of Augusta 
are passing away, and it will be a sad day 
for Augusta’s business interests when they do. 
If the farmers throughout the south would mar- 
ket their cotton through factors they would net 
considerably more money at the end of the sea- 
s0n. Respectfully, PORTER FLEMING. 

To the Editor of The New York Evening 
Post—Sir: The price cotton is selling for is a 
great disappointment to the south. It was not 
anticipated, as consumption and produccion 
were close on each other’s heels and the stock 
on hand was of extremely meager proportions 
Judged in the light of past experience, it look- 
ed as if the crop would bring 2 cents per 
pound more than it is now bringing. However, 
tn the factors that formerly fixed the price cf 
cotton one element differs now and to this 
difference, in the estimation of many, is due 
the low price now ruling. 

The difierence consists in the way the bulk 
of the cotton crop is now marketed as com- 
pared with the method in vogue seven or eight 
years ago. Formerly the crop was marketed 
through the cotton factors in the cities of the 
south. Now it is done largely through the lo- 
cal buyer at the “cross roads’’ depot. The 
advent of the local buyer was hailed with 
great rejoicing. The farmers could then sell 
direct to the ‘‘spinner buyer.’’ The cotton fac- 
tor would be eliminated as a useless expense, 
and the % cent per pound cost of marketing 
saved. In the light of recent events it looks 
as if the farmer had‘to a considerable extent 
accomplished his purpose of saving the $2.50 
in commission and charges, and lost $10 pet 
bale in the value of his cotton.

They .Are Believed To Be Frank

They 
were in Atlanta about two months ago, 
and they secured several typewritere and 
pawned them. The _ typewriters were 
worth over $500. They also forged a large 
number of checks and. passed them on 
merchants, working the same game here 
that they are charged with having work- 
ed in Norfolk. From what I have heard 
of the fellows they are two of the worst 
sharpers out.” 

It will be remembered that about 
arrested a 
female detective who was doing some 
work for the chief of police, 
charging her with being a _ suspicious 
character. That woman, it is now 
stated, was looking for Frank Smith and 
Charley Hodges. 

Hodges and Smith got away from At- 
lanta before the detectives could find 
them, and they have been looked for ever 
since.

New York, September 29.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s |

“September is the twelfth consecutive 
month in which the volume of business, both 
at New York and outside of New York, has 
been greater than in any previous year. In 
these twelve months, payments through the 
clearing houses have been $89,600,000,000, 
against $61,200,000,000 in the twelve months 
ending with September, 1892, an increase of 
$28, 400,000,000—over 46 per cent.

‘Iron consumption, instead of 760,000 tons per 
month, in 1892, is now over 1,200,000 tons per 
menth, and vet is so far behind the demand 
for products that the capacity of most works 
is sold far on into next year.
